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Spiritualism. 

Editor Colonist : — You are no doubt 
familiar with Irving's story of Hip 
Vanwinklo — how, after being usleop 
for twenty years ho awoke, unconscious 
of tho lapse of time, and the onward 
march of events, ani wholly ignorant 
of the advent of new facts in tho 
world's history. 

That some of the Van Winkles still 
survive is evident from the letter of 
"J" in yesterday morning's Colonist. 
The little paragraph in the 'Standard' 
in relation to Hobt. Dale Owen, seems 
to have aroused "J" from a long and 
hazy dream about spiritualism, and in 
a contradictory and confused way he 
commences to write upon the subject 
— unconscious of the present status of 
the spiritual phenomena and philoso- 
phy — and alludes to facts which are 
but the A B C of spiritualism, and 
gives us a relish of the theories of 
twenty-five years ago. Now, if he will 
look at tho August number of the 
'London Quarterly Journal of Science' 
for 1874, and make himself acquainted 
•with the marvelous phenomena there- 
in detailed, as having occurred, under 
strict scientific investigation; or if he 
-will take the trouble to learn the facts 
elicited by scientific investigation, 
under scientific methods and tests in 
Englaud, Franco, Germany and other 
nations within the last four or five 
years, he will never again allude to 
such facts, or advaueo such facts as ho 
has in his letter of yesterday. 

I have said that his letter is confus- 
ed and contradictory. Lot us see: — He 
says, speaking of spiritualists, "their 
minds are distracted by the conflicting 
intojliffftuco that comes from Ike denizens 
of another world." 

Again ho says. ''The character of 
the responses received from tho 
spirits depends very much on the per- 
son of tho medium." And then in 
direct contradiction of these state, 
monts he says. "The agency that is 
active in these operations is neither 
spirits of good, nor spirits of evil, but 
the wavering and contradictory minds 
of men." 

These matters, however, are unim- 
portant, but they show that "J's" 
facts, and his theory in explanation 
of them don't agree. But "J" must 
have thought something on the sub- 
ject of spiritualism before he became 
somnolent fears ago, for he seems to 
think that ho has got the whole mat- 
ter in a nutshell and can crack it to 
the entiie satisfaction of every body. 
He says the active agent in the pro- 
duction of the phenomena is electri- 
city. As Brother Jonathan says — 
"Just so!" there it is "clear as mud." 
Now, it is over twenty years ago that 
the eminent chemist and electrician 
Professor Hare, a materialist in be- 
lief, and utterly disgusted with spirit- 
ualism as it was in conilict with his 
belief, imbibed the idea now put forth 
by "J" that electricity in some of its 
modes of action was tho cause of the 
phenomena ascribed to spirits, and he 
determined to expose scientifically the 
whole thing; so he set to work and in- 
vented various costly apparatus for 
the purpose Ho ineulated with glass 
insulators tables, chairs, medium and 
everything elso which could by unypos-

regestering dials, insulated and in- 
closed, unknown to the medium and 
where they could not bo seen or af- 
fected by the medium's mind, and 
thus he experimented for weeks; and 
what was the result? Ho became a 
• confirmed .-jpiritualist. Seo "Hare on 
Spiritualism" in which is contained 
plutes and diagrams of tho various 
apparatus ho used. 

See also statement of Mr. Yarloy 
in the Report of the Dialectical Society 
of London, published in J M 7 ; J . He 
ju a scientific man — eminent as an 
electrician and consulting electrician 
to the Atlantic cable companies. Ho 
stated that ho had tested the matter 
to his entire satisfaction, and was 
satisliod that the forco known as elec- 
tricity was not the agent in producing 
tho various phenomena called spiri- 
tual- Now if "J" knows that elec- 
tricity is tho forco or agent that moevs 
bodies; convoys intelligence, &c, and 
ho seems to speak "ox-cathedra," why 
does ho not demonstrate tho fact? 
And is he not culpablo if ho does not 
whon ho believes that so many" High t'y 
unsettled and visionary peoplo," are 
driven to insanity by attributing tho 
phenomena to spirits ? Will not their 
blood be required at his hands ?0n the 
other hand, if ho does not know it, 
>yby hns ho tho hardihood to nsseit 



what ho does not know, and attempt 
to enlighten peoplo upon a matter 
of which he is profoundly ignorant. 

It appears that "J has a friend who 
has a relation that has been dabbling 
in spiritualism; but he appears to haye 
had some orthodox doubts about the 
sourco of the auswers ho received, so 
to sot tho matter at rest, in the courso 
of a modiumistic conversation, as J" 
calls it, ho asked. "Is spiritualism of 
God or tho Devil," and "the answer 
came, tho Devil." So this relative of 
his friend believed, and- abandoned 
spiritualism. Now if the spirit that 
gave tho answer was truthful, he must 
have been a good spirit — and it was 
safo to communicate with him; if the 
answer was untrue, thou spiritualism 
is of God, and can only conduce to 
that which is good. So that tiiis soli- 
tary experience proves too much. 

A few words in relation to Robert 
Dale Owen. I have no doubt but the 
statement of the Chicago "Tribune" 
concerning the mental state of this 
eminent man, like many similar reports 
that have gone tho rounds, will turn 
out to be a canard. As late as the 
3d of this month J o was known to bo 
"clothed and in his right mind," and 
there was no reason why what is called 
tho "Katie King imposture'' should 
have affected him, although he was tho 
first to denounce it as an imposture . 
For the recent investigations under- 
taken and carried on by Gen. Frank 
Lippet, Col/Olcott, Dr. Fencer and 
others, proves that tho exposure was 
the result of a conspiracy concocted 
by some of the members of the Young 
Men's Christian Association, of Phila- 
delphia, and that* Leslie, the active 
agent in the exposure, and President 
of the Association, as early as August 
last had offered to pay Mrs. White a 
thousand dollars if she would make an 
affidavit that she was tho person who 
appeared as tho materialized Katie 
King; and sinco the "exposure'' of 
December last this Mrs. White has 
disappeared and cannot bo found, so 
that Mr. Leslie and tho other exposers 
are exposed. Is it not strange that 
notwithstanding the numberless "ex- 
posures" of spiritualism that have 
been announced during the last quar- 
ter of a century, it still counts its vo- 
taries by tho million, and allures to 
the investigation of its beautiful philo- 
sophy many amongst tho best of all 
lands and that it will not "down" at 
the biding of these exposers. The 
fact is, asArtc-mus Ward would say , 
"Spirtualisin does not expose worth a 
cent." "K."

What do They in England ? 

Lord Duffflrin is in London. Mr. 
Mackenzie ia in London. Senator 
Brown baa sailed for London. Mr. 
Blake is about to sail for London. 
Such is the information that reaches 
us from tho other side of the contin- 
ent concerning the wise men of the 
East. The presence in London at one 
time of tho four principal statesman of 
the Dominion is, in tho opinion of 
many, significant of a groat and im- 
portant change in the relations of 
Great Britain and Canada. English 
statesmen have frequently stated that 
the North American colonies in case 
of war would be a source of weakness 
instead of strength to tho Mother 
Country. John Bright, eight years 
ago, made speeches in favor of cast- 
ing them off, and it is scarcely two 
years since tho London "Times" Baid 
that Canada if she could better her 
self was at liberty to sever the connec- 
tion with Groat Britain. We remem- 
ber the indignant response at tho 
time of the Poet Laureate, who in an 
ode dedicated to Her Majesty referred 
to the "Times'" article as ti "strain 
to shame us." Tho sentiments of the 
Bright and " Times" schools of poli- 
ticians, however, found but littlo fa- 
vor with tho English people and quite 
recently there has been growing up in 
tho public mind a desire for a 
closer union with Canada. This de- 
sire the Disraeli Government— which 
has always been favorable to Colonial 
connection — has done its best to en- 
courage until at last it is believed the 
time has arrived when tho experiment 
of a Federal union of Great Britain 
and Canada may be safely tried, to bo 
followed, if successful, by tho union 
of the other Provinces on tho basis of 
Colonial representation in tho Imper- 
ial Parliament and Ministry. "Weshall 
not stop now to discuss tho manifold 
advantages that would bo reaped 
by Canada from such a union; but we 
feel every confidence that one of the 
greatest advantages derived from tho 
union would be the assumption by 
Great Britain of a very heavy share of 
tho obligation imposed upon Canada 
to build a transcontinental railway. 
With the British Governmant for our 
banker, there would be no difficulty in 
securing the completion of that mag- 
nificent work much within the time- 
limit fixed by the original terms of 
union. Negotiations for the Consoli- 
dation of the Empire and financial 
assistance from England may have 
been tho negotiations to which Mr. 
Blako referred in his recent speech 
before his constituents; but whether 
this supposition be correct or not, it 
is certain that tho presence of tho 
four ruling spirits of Canada in Lon- 
don at such a time indicates tho dis- 
cussion of changes that will have a 
most important bearing on the future 
of tho whole of Canada. 

The Yale Wagon Road- 

We have only space for a few words to- 
day on this important subject. The alarm- 
ing dispatches which wo givo show that 
the wagon-road is in a worse condition 
than was feared. Another long "break'' 
has occurred at Nicaragua Bluff, and tra- 
vel is blocked for teams and stages, It 
appears tho men employed on the road 
are so few in number that ono "break" is 
but partly replaced when another occurs 
ia another direction, and they aro kept 
dancing from spot to spot, unable to do 
effective work anywhere. The course of 
thojnorchauta of Yale in appealing to the 
Lieut. Governor to advise the Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works to do Lis 
duty, although.unusual, is very natural 
when wo-consider the insulting nature of 
tho reply sent by tho Chief Commission- 
er to them on tho 9th inst., and tho in- 
formation His Honor possesses about tho 
road. On tho 9th no "break" had occur- 
red; hut tho merchants predicted disas- 
ter if the road was not strengthened. Mr. 
Baaven replied— "My information is differ- 
ontfrom yours " and took no steps to 
avert disaster, which came even mora 
quickly than was predicted. The second 
disaster, following quickly on the heels 
of tho first, shows how good was'tbo 
judgment of the, merchants and how bad 
was tho "information" of tho Chief Com- 
missioner. As a natural result of tho obsti- 
nacy and parsimony of Mr. Heaven tho 
grand trunk road through tho interior is 
a partial ruinjthe Irafflo of the upper coun- 
try is paralyzed; and the loss to the mer- 
chants of Victoria and Hio Mainland can 
scarcely be estimated in dollars. Wo ob- 
sorvo that in a local print, yesterday, Mr' 
Boavon endeavors to escapo responsibili- 
ty for tho disaster by tho publication of a 
letter from Mr. Neil Black, tho road su- 
perintendent, announcing that all was 
Boreno. Unfortunately for Mr. Boavon 
(intos aro against him. Tho dispatch 
from tho people of Yale was receiv- 
ed by him on the ninth July; the road was 
aplit open like a melon on tho seventeenth 
July; and tho lottor from Mr. Black 
bears date tho eighteenth July! It in a 
sufficient commentary on Mr. Beaven's 
management of the business of the Lands 
and Works to point out that ono of tho 
most sploudid engineering achievements 
on tho Pacific Coast,— a road that has 
cost upwards of 81.000,000, and which 
wa3 handed over by Mr. Pearse in a stato 
of thorough repair and usefulness— has 
been allowed through Mr. Beaven's ne- 
glect and niGaunoBS to sink into a stato 
q{ ruin and daoayl

More "New Terms."— Tho Local Gov- 
ernment organ on tho Lower Prasor has 
been supplied with an idea!

Cosmos Ministry was formed, tlio

Much damage was done at Macao by 
the recent typhoon, The Government 
House was blown down, and eleven 
persons buried under the ruins, the 
Governor himself escaping nrrrowly. 

Several Portugese residents in Hon- 
kong havo received intelligence from 
relatives in Macao that a small junk 
has arrived at that port with the news 
that over forty of tho passengers and 
crew of the ill-fated steamer Poyang 
have been saved, and were on an is- 
lam! some distance to the leeward of 
tho Nine Islands, vhere the Poyang 
foundered. 

Difficulties with Kashgar are appre- 
hended by tho Peking cabinet. The 
rulers of that province are believed to 
bo in alliance with authorized emis- 
saries from Western nations, and pre- 
paring to throw off Chinese rule. 

After lepcaletl defeats by the ab- 
origines, the Chinese troops aro said 
to havo gained a victory in Southern 
Formosa. Two hundred of tho sava- 
ges are reported killed. 

JAPAN.
